7 Summit Trail WA-COA Schwope Continuing with firing indirect lines in and 
adjacent to the wilderness.

8 Middle Fork 
Complex OR-WIF Sheldon 

Level 2 evacuations. Continuing firing 
operations on the southwest and northeast 
flanks of Gales.
